Reducing the Navy 

Sixty vessels of the Navy will be taken 
out of the Fleet and laid up under the 
seventy million dollar cut in naval ex- 
penditures ordered by the President and 
now awaiting his approval. 

Vessels to be laid up embrace all 
classes, battleships, cruisers, destroyers 
and submarines. One aircraft carrier 
is included. Following lengthy study of 
the problem, the Navy Department sub- 
mitted to the President and the Director 
of the Budget this week a plan for mak- 
ing the required cut in expenditures, and 
the decision of placing this drastic blow 
at national defense now rests with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

Reduction of the enlisted strength of 
the Navy to 77.000 men. is also included 
in the plan before the President, neces- 
sitating a reduction of 2,700 men. To 
carry this provision into effect, orders 
have already been issued to discontinue 
recruiting. Men now in the Navy will 
be allowed to reenlist if they apply with- 
in three months from the date of dis- 
charge. Marine Corps recruiting has al- 
ready been discontinued under the same 
terms. 

Definite information as to other de- 
tails of the plan are not available, due 
to the strict secrecy which has been in- 
voked. Some reduction in the number 
of officers on active duty, however, 1s 
provided in the plan, it is indicated. 
Several methods are talked of as pos

Cuts in the Army 


Conceding that authority to furlough 
officers will be granted to the President 
by Congress, the House Military Affairs 
Committee plans to request of the Presi- 
dent and the Director of the Budget that 
the committee be consulted before any 
action is taken under its provisions, with 
a view to restricting the furloughs to 
a minimum. 

When the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee reported the Independent Offices 
appropriation bill this week containing 
legislation granting to the President the 
authority he had asked, broadened to 
apply to the Marine Corps, Coast Guard, 
Public Health Service and Coast and 
Geodetic Survey, and the Rules Commit- 
tee speedily reported a special rule as- 
suring passage of the provision, members 
of military committee who oppose the 
half-pay furloughs concluded that it 
would be railroaded through the House 
in short order and that the only hope 
lay in an appeal to the President. 

Meeting in executive session the com- 
mittee voted to instruct its chairman, 
Representative John J. McSwain, to re- 
quest of the President and Budget Di- 
rector Lewis Douglas, who is expected 
to make the decision as to the number 
and manner of the furloughs, that they 
be consulted before anything is done. 

Asked whether the military committee 
members would not fight the measure 
when it comes up on the floor, Chairman

House Group Broadens 
Service Furlough Plan 


The House Appropriations committee 
on May 2 reported out the Independent 
Offices Appropriation Bill with the pro- 
visions asked for by President Roosevelt 
authorizing him to furlough officers on 
half pay, cut flying pay, cancel contracts, 
and deny the customary year’s pay to 
Naval Academy graduates who are not. 
commissioned. 

As forecast in the ArMy AND Navy 
JouRNAL last week the furlough provi- 
sion was broadened to include, in addi- 
tion to the Army, the Marine Corps, 
Public Health Service, Coast Guard, and 
Coast and Geodetic Survey. Legislative 
authority to furlough Navy officers al- 
ready exists. 

The flying pay provision was broad- 
ened to include warrant officers, and en- 
listed men as well as commissioned offi- 
cers, and the Coast Guard as well as the 
Army, Navy and Marine Corps. While 
the original provision provided that the 
new rates should not be in excess of the 
rates now provided, the provision as re- 
ported out by the committee provides 
that the new rates shall not be in excess 
of $1,440 per year. 

The text of the provisions as reported 
by the committee follow: 


Furlough Provision 

The President is authorized to place on 
furlough such officers of the Army, Marine 
Corps, Public Health Service, Coast 
Guard, or Coast and Geodetic Survey, as 
he, in his discretion, shall deem desirable. 
While on furlough, officers shall receive 
one half the pay to which they would 
otherwise have been entitled, but shall 
not be entitled to any allowance except 
for travel to their homes. 

Flying Pay 

The President is authorized, in his dis- 
cretion, to suspend the extra pay or re- 
duce the rate of extra pay allowed to com- 
missioned officers, warrant officers, and en- 
listed men of the Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps, and Coast Guard while on flying 
duty, and to distinguish between degrees 
of hazard in various types of flying duty 
and make different rates of extra pay ap- 
plicable thereto: Provided, That no such 
rate shall be in excess of $1,440 per annum. 

NA Graduates 

So much of the Act of August 5, 1882 
(22 Stat. 285), as is contained in the pro- 
viso at the end of section 1057, title 34, 
United States Code, is hereby amended by 
repealing the words “and one vear’s sea 
pay,” so that the said proviso will read as 
follows: “Provided, That if there be a 
surplus of graduates, those who do not 
receive such appointments shall be given 
a certificate of graduation and an honorable 
discharge.” 
Coincident with the reporting of the 
bill the committee made public the hear- 
ings held on its provisions. They re- 
vealed that no witnesses were heard fa- 
voring the furlough provision or explain- 
ing the purposes of the administration 
in asking for its enactment. On the 
other hand there were a number of wit- 
nesses who appeared against it. 
It appears from the hearings that the 
limitation on flight pay was suggested 
by Representative Carl Vinson, chairman

MeSwain said that he expected that 
many of the group would do so, but 
that it was “sure to go through.” A\l- 


though Mr. McSwain would not elaborate 
on his statement of the attitude of the 
committee in requesting that they be 
consulted in making the officer reduction, 
other members of the group said that 
their effort would be directed to making 
the furloughs fall as lightly as possible. 

“We're going to go to the President 
and beg for merey for the Army,” de- 
clared one Republican member. “I'm 
going to fight the proposition on the 
floor, but it will be no use. They've got 
the votes.” 

Members of the committee are still in 
the dark as to what the Bureau of the 
Budget. which seems to be the directing 
hand intends to do with the furlough 
authority when it gets it. 

Meanwhile speculation continues rife 
as to the manner in which the furloughs 
will be applied. In an interview with 
Alvin McD. Brown, Assistant to the Di- 
rector of the Bureau of the Budget. to 
whom many attribute the plans for cut- 
ting the Army. the JourNaL was told 
that the Bureau of the Budget has no 
concern in the manner in which the re- 
ductions shall be effected. 

“We have given all the executive De- 
partments. including the War Depart- 
ment,” Mr. Brown said, “a figure to 
work toward in making their reductions 
in expenditures for 1984. It is not ar- 
bitrary, it is a mark to shoot at—and we 
hope they hit it. All we are interested 
in is balancing the budget—dollars and 
cents. The manner in which the War 
Department makes these reductions is 
up to them.” 

Questioned concerning his understand- 
ing of the application of retirements and 
furloughs to reduce the number of offi- 
cers, Mr. Brown replied that “one would 
expect that the War Department would 
retire those who can be retired under ex- 
isting laws and for whom they have no 
further use and that whatever additional 
reductions they have to make will be 
accomplished by furloughing temporarily 
officers whom they may need later.” 

He qualified this “assumption” by say- 
ing that. of course, he has nothing to do 
with that part. Asked when they expect 
the matter to be settled and to be able 
to announce the exact details of the cut 
to the public, Mr. Brown replied that 
that is up to the War Department. 

“The reduction,” he said, “will have 
to be settled in time to make all arrange- 
ments to put it into effect by July 1. We 
would like to have it all arranged so

that everyone in the service will know |

Reminded of the demoralizing effect 
the flood of rumors is having on the 
services, Mr. Brown said that he real- 
ized its consequences and so does Mr. 


Douglas and that they were doing every- 
thing possible to straighten matters out 
so that a clear cut program may be an- 
nounced, 

The inclusion of the principle of ro- 
tation of payless furloughs for the civil- 
ian employes has created some concern 
in the services as to the possibility of 
rotating furloughs in the Army, Navy 
and Marine Corps. However, those in a 
position to know assert that they do not 
believe anything of that sort will be 
applied to the uniformed forces. The 
fact that there is a specific provision in 
the bill applying to military personnel 
would seem to exclude them from the 
general rotating clause, they say. Also. 
it is pointed out, the additional travel 
expense involved in continually order- 
ing officers to and from their homes un- 
der a rotating plan would defeat the 
economies aimed at. 

Meanwhile, in the War Department. 
it is “business as usual”. Plans are go- 
ing ahead for the usual summer train- 
ing provided for in the 1984 appropria- 
tion bill (reserves, C.M.T.C.. R.O.T.C, 
and National Guard). Schedules have 
been announced for the summer camps 
and orders are being sent out. Although 
all observers are confident that the cut 
will absolutely kill all training. no out- 
ward official notice has been taken of it. 
Also no orders have been issued, it is as- 
sured, to curtail recruiting. Each of the 
Corps Areas has its quota and is regu- 
lating its recruiting, as in normal times, 
to take care of whatever vacancies they 
may have. Travel orders also are being 
issued, even though it is believed that the 
cut, when it comes, will result in freez- 
ing everyone at his present station ex- 
cept for shifts necessitated by the Civil- 
ian Construction Corps program. 

There is some disposition to believe 
that the furloughing of officers will mean 
merely that they will be technically fur- 
loughed from the Army and put to work 
on the €C.C.C. work, half their pay com- 
ing from War Department appropria- 
tions and the balance from Conservation 
Emergency funds. In that way it may 
be claimed that the regular budget has 
been cut and the funds saved thereby 
used to carry on relief work. The prob- 
lem in that case would be, what is going 
to happen to them when the conserva- 
tion work is over with? 

On Wednesday Representative Wads- 
worth, of New York, spoke vigorously on 
the floor of the House against the fur- 
lough for officers and the pay cut for 
enlisted men. He pointed out that the 
Military Affairs committee of which he 
is a member tried sedulously to find out 
something about the administration's 
program for the Army, but without avail. 
He read to the Congressmen a letter 
he had received from Cpl. William M. 
Gallagher. (DEML) (RS). of Buffalo, 
N. Y.. in which that non-commissioned 
ofticer pointed out at some length the 
demoralizing effect upon the enlisted 





personnel of the reduction in their pay 
(to a total of $17.85 for private sol- 
diers) while at the same time they are 
helping to care for the unemployed in 
the reforestation camps who are getting 
$30 a month. “Gentlemen of the House, 
we should not have reduced the pay of 
these Regular Army privates and cor- 
porals. Witness their humiliation under 
the circumstances described by Corporal 
yallagher. Witness the effect upon their 
morale. Remember, these men are relied 
upon to give everything they have in the 
service of their country. They are a lot 
of self-respecting, upstanding, clear-eyed 
fellows who set a fine example to the 
rest of us. Gallagher is a type. You will 
find him today in the Fifteenth Infantry 
at Tientsin calm in the midst of Asiatic 
chaos. He endures the drenched heat of 
the Isthmus. He stands guard in the 
sunlight of Hawaii and the snows of 
Alaska. Yes: all too often he is the 
forgotten man, But he is human: also, 
he is a fellow citizen of ours. Let him 
be treated decently by the Representa- 
tives of the people he serves in peace 
and war.”

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General MacArthur’s Views 


Following a revision of the transcript 
of the testimony of General Douglas 
MacArthur, Chief of Staff, before the 
House Military Affairs last week that 
committee made public the text of his 
remarks this week. The testimony was 
epitomized in the ARMY AND Navy Jour- 
waL last week, but because of the in- 
tense interest in the General’s views 
there follows pertinent extracts from 
the stenographic transcript. 

When he was questioned regarding the 
plans to furlough officers, the Chief of 
Staff replied : 

General MacArthur: The War Depart- 
ment was taken completely by surprise. 
The first I saw of it was in the papers. 
Exactly what the provision means, what 
is the plan back of it, I do not know. 
Whether it is contemplated actually to 
make an extensive use of that authority 
to separate large numbers of officers 
from the service or to furlough them, I 
do not know. * * * 

The furlough, as I read the proposal, 
cuts the officers’ pay 50 per cent. His 
pay, of course, has already been cut 15 
per cent. So 50 per cent on top of that 
cut would leave him 421, per cent of his 
regular pay. Under the proposal as it 
appeared in the papers he is to be de- 
prived also: of his quarters or commu- 
tation therefor, and his ration allowance, 
which makes the total cut average some- 
thing over 70 per cent of his income. 
Thus, furloughed officers would receive 
less than 30 per cent of what they nor- 
mally are paid. That is a larger cut 
than I have seen proposed for any other 
class, or group, or type of persons, even 
during this great depression. 

Retirement is an entirely different 
thing and you are familiar with the laws 
governing it. When an officer retires, he 
does so on three-quarters of his author- 
ized pay. That does not mean he gets 
three-quarters of what he receives, when 
in active service, because the moment 
he retires he also loses his commutation 
of quarters and ration allowances, but it 
does mean that normally the officer gets 
about 52 per cent of what he received 
when on the active list. 

Mr. James: And also the retired offi- 
cer can seek private employment? 

General MacArthur: Oh, yes; the re- 
tired officer, in genaral, is just as free 
as any other citizen of the country 
would be and he could endeavor to en- 
ter any business enterprise he desired. 
He has a fixed and permanent status. 
The furloughed officer, of course, would 
be practically barred, because he could 
be recalled from furlough at any time 
and no institution would employ him 
when his period of service was as neb- 
ulous as that. He would be practically 
debarred from doing anything else, ex- 
cept engaging in some specialty. He 
might write, or something of that sort; 
but to enter a commercial business for 
which the ordinary officer might be com- 
petent would be practically impossible 
as long as he was on furlough. 


Mr. James: What does a second lieu- 
tenant get now? 
General MacArthur: The base pay, 


With the 15 per cent cut is around $105 
4 month. He gets, in addition to that, 
his ration allowance—which amounts to 
$185.60 a year, and he gets quarters, or 
commutation therefor, at the rate of 

18 per year. 

Mr. James: How much would he get 
if he was furloughed at half pay? 

General MacArthur: He would get 
about $54 a month. 

Mr. Ransley: General, what effect, in 
your opinion, would general cutting of 
Pay in the Flying Corps have on 
morale? 

General MacArthur: I think it would 
lower it very markedly. * * * 

General MacArthur: Before the World 
War, there were only two general sys- 
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tems under which land defense estab- 
lishments were maintained. One was the 
conscript system, the other was the pro- 
fessional soldier system. * * * 

In the United States, the very basis 
of our system of Government, I am glad 


to say, forbade conscription in time of. 


peace. ** * 

But when we started to organize a 
professional army of sufficient strength 
—and the need for armies, of course, is 
largely relative, depending upon geo- 
graphical position and other things—it 
was found that the Treasury could not 
support one of sufficient size to insure 
protection. As a consequence, for one 
hundred and twenty years we mulled 
around and actually gave up the prob- 
lem; we threw up our hands and said, 
“It cannot be solved.” As a result, the 
Regular Army constituted little more 
than a Federal constabulary force. * * * 

Certainly in every war we have been 
successful not because of our anticipa- 
tory preparations, but because of acci- 
dents or incidents that enabled us even- 
tually to muster an adequate portion of 
our latent resources. But the World 
War has demonstrated, beyond a shadow 
of a doubt, that with the new develop- 
ments, with the new instrumentalities 
of war (the airplane, the submarine, 
mechanization), we would not have time 
or opportunity to muddle through an- 
other war if exposed to heavy attacks 
from the outset. * * * 

So the Congress, in 1920, passed (this 
committee was the father of it) what I 
think was one of the greatest construc- 
tive acts that this body or any other leg- 
islative body has ever enacted. It evolved 
a new system of defense. That system 
is prescribed in the National Defense 
Act. * * © 

If you have only enough money to 
maintain the national defense, then after 
you reach the danger point,—that money 
should be spent on national defense. 
*s * 

I would repeat that if we had in the 
Treasury of the United States, only suffi- 
cient money to preserve our integrity 
against foreign aggression, that is the 
first use that should be made of it. * * * 

As I say, the foundation of all this 
system is the Regular Army, and the 
foundation of the Regular Army is the 
officer. He is the soul of the system. 
If you have to cut everything out of the 
National Defense Act, the last element 
should be the Officer Corps. If you had 
to discharge every soldier, if you had to 
do away with everything else, I would 
still professionally advise you to keep 
those 12,000 officers. They are the main- 
spring of the whole mechanism ; each one 
of them would be worth a thousand men 
at the beginning of a war. They are the 
only ones who can take this heteroge- 
neous mass and make of it a homoge- 
neous fighting group. That was recog- 
nized in the National Defense Act. Eigh- 
teen thousand officers was the limit. If 
you compare that figure with those of 
other nations, you will find it is woe- 
fully small; you will find Great Britain 
has a professional officer strength, count- 
ing her dominions and auxiliaries, much 
greater than 18,000. It runs up to nearly 
25,000 and we are down to 12,000. The 
General Staff in its studies has gone 
over this subject time and time again and, 
always under an insistent demand that 
“you have got to cut to the minimum, 
because we must have money”; you will 
find they cannot come down under the 
figure of 12,000 officers. In fact they 
have many times announced their con- 
clusion that the minimum number con- 
sistent with safety is 14,000. I have gone 
over it myself; I have spent many, 
many sleepless nights trying to reduce 
that figure, and I cannot get it down. 
It is the minimum upon which you can 
calculate the safety of this country, hav- 
ing in view Regular Army instructional, 
training, development, organizational, 
planning and leadership missions. 

When you begin to go below that fig- 
ure, it is just a question of how destruc- 
tive you are. I will answer your ques- 
tion very pertinently by saying that if 
you take off one-twelfth of the officers, 
you destroy one-twelfth of your efficien- 
cy, and on for greater ratios. The offi- 
cer corps is the last element that should 
go; even if you discard everything else, 
you might still have some hope that in 
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emergency there would be some combi- 
nation of circumstances that would give 
that group of 12,000 officers time to or- 
ganize the citizen soldiery. 

The Chairman: But, General, are not 
there some officers who are less efficient 
than others? 

General MacArthur: Mr. Chairman, I 
am not speaking for the individual offi- 
cers of the Army. 

The Chairman: I know; but if you 
took off a.thousand of the less efficient, 
you would not destroy, necessarily, the 
efficiency in the proportion of one-twelfth 
of the Officer Corps. 

General MacArthur: Your conclusion 
is correct if you retain the existing set- 
up of 12,000. If you should eliminate 
the thousand we regard as least efficient, 
and replace them at the bottom with 
promising material you are simply rais- 
ing the standard of the efficiency in the 
Officer Corps. 

The Chairman: And are not you in 


favor of putting some teeth in the 
B-Board Law? 
General MacArthur: Yes, sir. 


The Chairman: You are in favor of 
getting rid of any dead wood in the 
Army? 

General MacArthur: Absolutely. B- 
Board procedure would operate to that 
end more efficiently than it does now if 
certain revisions were made in it. * * * 

The B-Law was a great effort on the 
part of Congress, advised by the War 
department itself, to provide an instru- 
mentality for elimination of officers that 
do not meet the standards that the Army 
believed should prevail. We already 
have ways to get rid of rascals, of men 
notoriously bad in moral character, and 
of those unfit for service through physi- 
eal deficiencies. But we had no means 
of getting rid of the below-level, medi- 
ocre man who was not efficient but who 
avoided offenses of commission. To meet 
the necessities of this situation Congress 
passed the B-Law. It was a splendid 
law; but its weakness is its failure to 
make final and decisive the decision of 
the Board of General Officers charged 
with classifying officers in the B grade. 
The opportunity to appeal from this dis- 
interested judgment has resulted in mul- 
tiplying the difficulties of eliminating 
inefficient men. Political pressure, natu- 
ral human sympathy for the individual 
under fire, and other influences get into 
play, and complicate the procedure. Case 
after case has gone over my desk, since 
I have been Chief of Staff, in which all 
parties have been agreed as to desira- 
bility of elimination, but which politi- 
cal pressure prevented. 

Now the way to put teeth into that 
law is to say that the report of the 
Classification Board of General officers 
shall be final and not subject to review. 
Do not compel the Secretary of War and 
higher Executive authority to go into 
those details, but make the opinion of 
disinterested Army Board the final and 
decisive ruling and you will get rid of 
inefficient men,—and you will do it in a 
way so that no one will be embarrassed. 
The embarrassment comes when those 
men appeal and there is a different 
standard invoked than the efficiency 
standard of the Army. The minute you 
subject the findings of that Board to 
a higher political control, you have cer- 
tainly injected the element of privilege 
and patronage, and that is what has 
weakened the Act immeasurably. The 
very fact the law permits an appeal in- 
troduces an element of mercy, introduces 
the element of sympathy and emotion 
and takes it out of the realm of cold- 
blooded efficiency. 

The greatest result of the Class B 
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Board has not been in the actual number 
of officers that have been eliminated, but 
it is in the general pressure that makes 
all officers do their best, because the less 
able or indolent ones become fearful and 
strive to increase their degree of effi- 
ciency, * * ® 

As Chief of the General Staff, 1 would 
not fear, under the National Defense 
Act, properly administered, the probabil- 
ity of military defeat in any war, not 
even if the rest of the world should 
combine to attack the United States. But 
it is my considered professional opinion 
that you have progressively weakened 
the military framework provided for in 
that Act until it is now at the minimum 
strength at which it can possibly sup- 
port the load it was originally designed 
to carry. If you go appreciably further, 
you have got to re-write the whole sys- 
tem of national defense. If you abandon 
training of the citizen soldiery, or if 
you make it impossible for the Regular 
Army to fulfill its mission, you either 
let the land defenses of the country 
drift into complete helplessness, or you 
are going to have to take up the whole 
problem and evolve something else. Be- 
fore you do anything drastic, I would 
like to make this suggestion: Call on 
the men who have built up and admin- 
istered the country’s military organiza- 
tion, prescribed in the National Defense 
Act. Call Mr. Newton D. Baker; call the 
other Secretaries of War who are still 
alive and have applied this Act; call 
the Chiefs of Staff, General Pershing, 
General March, General John L. Hines, 
General Summerall; call all of them. 
They are the only men who can give you 
a comprehensive and balanced picture. 
Other officers distinguished as they may 
be, see only a fraction of the picture. 
They are enthusiastically following 
some special line or channel in the Army 
and do not understand fully the machin- 
ery that has been set up. * * * 

In the press I have seen various com- 
ments concerning over-sized staffs. There 
are ten administrative contrel points, 
established under the National Defense 
Act, to direct the processes of mobiliza- 
tion. In emergency those ten control 
points will have to function instantly, 
without friction or chaos, and without 
waiting for reorganization or reinforce- 
ment. They are carried at a strength 
somewhat greater than required by peace 
activity because they must be trained 
and ready to gather up all of the various 
components and put the entire machin- 
ery into motion in time of war. These 
control points are the War Department 
itself and the nine corps area headquar- 
ters. These establishments are not or- 
ganized primarily on a peace basis; they 
are measured, they are set up, on what 
would be necessary in time of war. * * * 

Those control points are essntial; they 
are maintained upon the basis of war 
necessity ; their current load is not more 
than 60 per cent of what they could car- 
ry. But this differential gives the com- 
mander of vision and ability opportun- 
ity to train his staff for the onerous 
duties of war. If you do not have these 
trained staffs at sufficient strength, you 
would have to improvise in time of war 
and, if you do that, you are apt to lose 
the war. * * * 

This fact many of our officers fail to 
realize. Even some of our corps area 
commanders have not appreciated the 
full possibilities of these ten great head- 
quarters for efficient administration in 
war and for splendid training in peace. 

The Chairman: What about the Army 
Headquarters that you set up in the 
Army—the four Army Headquarters: 

General MacArthur: The four Army 
Headquarters are tactical in funetfon 
and will have to be improvised. * * * 

Mr. Thomason: General, do you think 
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there should be much reduction in the 
size of the War Department and the 
overhead staff throughout the Army? 

General MacArthur: Decidedly not. I 
have discussed the proposal from the 
point of view of efficiency. If you dis- 
cuss it from the point of view of econ- 
omy, the entire cost of the War Depart- 
ment and the nine Corps Areas would 
probably be not more than eight million 
dollars. 

Mr. Thomason: Have you read Gen- 
eral Hagood’s testimony before this com- 
mittee? 

General MacArthur: 
general way. 

Mr. Thomason: 
strong points. 

General MacArthur. I have read press 
reports of General Hagood’s statement 
and, if everything was done that he ad- 
vocates, I do not believe you could get 
a saving of more than a few millions of 
dollars, and these in certain instances 
at least, would be completely outweighed 
by resulting inefficiency. * * * 

Separate existence for our Chemical 
Warfare Service, for example, has been 
criticized. * * * 

Considering the great expansion which 
Chemical Warfare Service activities 
might experience in war, it seems the 
part of common sense to keep this group 
of specialists as a separate establish- 
ment, * * * 

Its consolidation with the Ordnance 
Department, so long as employment of 
chemicals in war remains a real possi- 
bility, would give rise to many difficul- 
ties, since the latter department special- 
izes particularly in the production and 
supply of weapons and ammunition. 

Each of the combat arms also has a 
chief in Washington. 

They have proved distinctly worth- 
while; their headquarters’ establish- 
ments are not large, and incur little ad- 
ditional expense. Their abolition could 
not save more than a few thousand dol- 
lars, and these insignificant savings 
would be many times outweighed by the 
consequent feeling throughout each of 
the fighting branches that it is not en- 
titled to is own representative in the 
War Deparment. * * * 

I could speak for many minutes on 
comparative organization in other ar- 
mies. But I think it enough to say that 
our organiaztion is founded upon expe- 
rience, is well understood throughout 
our Army, has proved satisfactory to 
date, and is well adapted to the needs 
of emergency. * * * 

Mr. Goss: We have heard also that 
our training system is antiquated and 
that good soldiers can be made from raw 
recruits in ten days. I'd like to hear 
your comment on that subject. 

General MacArthur: Of course you 
can put an untrained person on the bat- 
tle line just as you could put a novice 
in front of a typewriter in your office. 
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In the latter case you would pay for 
inefficiency in multiplied costs. Actually, 
the salary you pay a good typist includes 
a factor that reimburses the worker for 
months of training spent in a secretarial 
school, but increased efficiency neverthe- 
less results in economy. Put a recruit in 
battle and the nation pays in the blood 
of its manhood and in multiplied risk 
of defeat. This country has time and 
again paid fearful prices for adhering to 
the doctrine that “a million men would 
spring to arms overnight.” Men expe- 
rienced in the actual business of fighting 
have learned this lesson, even if some 
of the theorists sitting far in the rear 
have failed to do so. 


With fine officers and noncommissioned 
officers in an established organization a 
recruit can take his place rather effec- 
tively in ranks after a few short weeks 
of intensive training. But even under 
these ideal conditions a certain amount 
of time is necessary. * * * 


To my lot in the World War fell 
many unusual opportunities for observ- 
ing at first hand the value of training in 
battle. It is my professional opinion that 
far from overtraining any element of 
the Army of the United States we are 
not able under existing conditions to 
reach the standards that should prevail 
in the skeletonized nucleus that we main- 
tain, © © © 

Mr. Lloyd: Mr. Chairman, I have be- 
fore me a letter, personal in its nature, 
written to me by a major general in 
the United States Army, retired, and I 
think it might be well for me to read 
this letter to the General and let him 
make such comment as he sees fit. * * * 


“Another matter of great importance has 
made its appearance—that is, the expected 
reduction in the commissioned strength of 
the Army, reported as (in conteniplation) 
some 4000 officers. This of course to meet 
the necessity for economy. I am moved to 
this step by the expressed view of the offi- 
cer with whom I was in conversation; those 
views being, I am sure, a reflection of the 
views of the General Staff in Washington. 
It was his idea that this reduction should 
be made in the lower grades; Lieutenants, 
Captains and (possibly) reaching into the 
Majors. * * * 

“Speaking of the General Staff, it is evi- 
dent to anyone in possession of the facts 
that there are at least four times as many 
officers detailed to that agency, in the City 
of Washington and at the Corps Area and 
Departments, as are actually required to do 
the legitimate work involved. * * * 

“Those being the facts may I submit a 
project of reform which I believe would ef- 
fect the maximum in the way of economy 
with the least possible injustice to any one 
involved? Assuming your permission I 
would do this:— 

“(a) Retire -immediately all General Offi- 
cers, Colonels and (possibly) Lieutenant Col- 
onels having more than thirty years com- 
missioned service. 

“(b) Make no promotions to fill the va- 
eancies thus caused but 


“(c) Call back into active service enough 
of the grades mentioned who were under 
ages fixed by the judgment of the Presi- 
dent to do the necessary work of the Army. 
**ee 

“Let us put the Army back upon a sen- 
sible basis of organization wherein rank 
would be in conformity to duties and re- 
sponsibilities. As matters stand we are al- 
most Mexicanized now; rank compared with 
actual duties performed being the standard 
to be considered. * * * ” 


Mr. Chairman: Do you care to make 
any comment on it, General? 

General MacArthur: Yes, if you de- 
sire me, I will be very glad to comment 
on it. First, I note the lack of accuracy 
of many of his statements. He says the 
General Staff would advise that any re- 
duction in commissioned strength should 
be made in junior officers. I do not know 
where he got the idea, but it is just 100 
per cent wrong. When he implies that 
the General Staff would not recommend 
according to its opinion on the merits 
of the case he is making a baseless and 
wholly unwarranted allegation. It goes 
without saying that I believe such a 
statement is not only untrue, but that 
it reflects a degree of malice which 





makes me doubtful of the value of any 
of the recommendations of your corre- 
spondent. He has written practically a 
secret letter and has made charges which 
involve the integrity of a great group 
of officers. He says that the General 
Staff will make a particular recommen- 
dation concerning the application of a 
reduction program. The General Staff 
has never made a study as to how a re- 
duction, such as we are now considering, 
would be made in case it were ordered. 

Mr. Lloyd: It would not be your idea, 
then, General, to make your cut pri- 
marily in the lower grades? 


General MacArthur: No sir. The 
writer of that letter also suggests doing 
away with general officers and colonels. 
All I can say is, if you apply the same 
principle to any profession you won't 
get anybody to enter that profession. If 
you are going to put the American Army 
on a standard where the senior officers 
are lieutenant colonels, remembering that 
in other armies there are six grades 
higher than that, you are not going to 
get anybody with ability and ambition 
to enter the army. * * * 


The writer has charged us with an 
overgrown General Staff. As I have al- 
ready said, there is in the War Depart- 
ment General Staff, aside from the Chief 
of Staff, a total of 92 officers. He also 
says that the control points we have in 
the Corps Areas and the War Depart- 
ment are based upon the peace mission 
of the Army, not the war mission. From 
this it is plain he has no understanding 
of the National Defense Act. 


It would appear doubtful that he has 
ever read it. * * * 


He makes the old charge of the unin- 
formed that we are topheavy with rank. 


Mr. Lloyd: He says we are Mexican- 
ized. 


General MacArthur: Yes, that we are 
Mexicanized. The Mexican Army, from 
the last rolls I saw, had between three 
and four hundred generals in it, in the 
various ranks. We have 46 brigadiers 
and 20 major generals and the Chief of 
Staff who temporarily has a higher rank. 
We have a lower percentage of general 
officers of the line in the Army than 
they have of admirals in our Navy. We 
have a lower percentage of general offi- 
cers in our Army than they have in the 
majority of the armies of the world. 
Our percentage of field officers in some 





grades is a little high, but it is done in 
order to give some promotion to lieutep. 
ants and captains, and yet there is Such 
stagnation now that a man does not fp 
come a colonel in the normal course of 
events until he is fifty-five years og 
Soon that figure will be fifty-seven ty 
fifty-nine years. 

I disagree with him, and personally 
I cannot understand how any man wh 
has spent a lifetime in the Army con 
have neglected( if honestly holding suq 
convictions, to communicate them to th» 
Secretary of War. 

Mr. Lloyd: He is a personal friend ¢ 
mine and this letter is written right ty 
me. I simply injected it in view of th 
fact we were in executive session. 


Mr. James: You are talking about th 
National Defense Act, and talking abor 
General Harbord and General Harbori 
who was only a major at that time, haj 
nothing to say. * * * 


Mr. James: If we would discharg 
18,000 we would have in the whole cop 
tinental United States about twice the 
Police Force of New York City? 


General MacArthur: Just about. They 
would constitute a small Federal con 
stabulary; very little more. The great 
plan envisioned by the writers of th 
National Defense Act will be destroyei 
if you eliminate civilian components, or 
cut down the Regular Army appreciably. 
You would put the United Stata 
through military bankruptcy. * * * 


Mr. James: In the five-year set-up 
we are short about 600 officers, and my 
idea would not be to increase the Ai 
Corps by 600 and discharge fron 
the other branches 600, but my idea i 
this: From what I have seen, in goin 
around the country, I think if, for si 
months or a year, we could tell Arm 
officers they could retire on three-quar 
ters pay, that under the thirty year lav, 
we would have about 600 vacancies and 
as these vacancies occur, we could iil 
up the 600 in the Air Corps they ar 
now short. The other proposition has 
been that we should not commission all 
of the West Point men, but that we iil 
up with the Kelley School men; but 
that would take four years. 
would be that, up to the number ¢ 
600, we allow those men to retire ait 
then, as they retire, to commission in th 
Air Corps some of the men who hare 
graduated from Randolph Field, just #

The USS Ramapo, oiler in the Naval 
Transportation Service, has reported to 
the Hydrographic Office of the Navy that 
she had obtained a sounding of 34,622 
feet, the second greatest ocean depth 
ever recorded, in a position 250 miles 
southeast of Yokohama, Japan, in an un- 
surveyed portion of the Tuscarora Deep. 
The Ramapo, commanded by Capt. 
Claude B. Mayo, USN, has been con- 
ducting soundings in the North Pacific 
Ocean on her trips from the west coast 
of the United States to the Asiatic sta- 
tion. 

The depth obtained by the Ramapo 
was recorded by the sonic depth finder 
as 33,006 feet, which had to be corrected 
in the Navy’s Hydrographic Office from 
dynamic data as to temperature, salinity 
and pressure of the water in which it 
was made, The data for that vicinity 
was obtained by the non-magnetic ship 
Carnegie, of the Carnegie Institute of 
Washington. The Japanese survey ship 
Manchu obtained a depth of 30,954 feet 
in August, 1924, in the vicinity of Tus- 
carora Deep. The new deep discovered 
by the Ramapo is exceeded in depth only

Admiral King Takes Over 

Rear Adm. Ernest J. King, USN, as- 
sumed duties as Chief of the Bureau of 
Aeronautics May 3, succeeding the late 
Rear Adm. William A. Moffett. USN. 

After being sworn in, Admiral King 
made the following statement: 

“In assuming the duties so ably per- 
formed for so many years by the late 
Admiral Moffett, I fully realize that no 
one can actually fill the place that was 
peculiarly his in Naval Aviation, at 
home and abroad. 

“While the pioneer work of developing 
Naval Aviation was so largely Admiral 
Moffett’s as was his the enthusiasm and 
vision that did so much to bring Avia- 
tion its present high position in the 
Fleet, there remains plenty to be done 
to keep things going along the lines he 
had mapped out—enough and to spare 
to absorb the time and energies of all 
those who are now to carry on in Naval 
Aviation. 

“T am confident that the record and 
tradition of achievement and progress 
in Naval Aviation will continue.” 

Admiral King qualified as a naval 
aviator (pilot) in 1927 and has had 960 
hours in the air. He has commanded 
the Aircraft Squadrons, Scouting Force, 
the Naval Air Station, Hampton Roads, 
Va., the USS Lexington, aircraft carrier, 
and served as Assistant Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Aeronautics in 1928 and 1929 
under Admiral Moffett. 





Service Bands to Broadcast 

Secretary of the Navy Claude A. 
Swanson has authorized the Navy and 
Marine Corps Bands to participate in 
regular concert broadcasts and rescinded 
the existing order which prevented the 
bands from broadcasting. 

The Secretary's order foilows: 

“Since the elimination of Navy and 
Marine Band radio broadcasts, there 
have been such strong and nationwide 
protests from societies, schools, hos- 
pitals, institutions, and private individ- 
uals who had been enjoying the high 
quality of this music, that I feel, in the 
interests of these people, especially the 
invalids, the broadcasting should be re- 





sumed. 





“The Navy and Marine Bands are 
therefore authorized to participate jp 
regular concert broadcasts, which wil] 
be considered especially for the benefit 
of those confined in the government ang 
civil hospitals and institutions, and wi 
be considered the government’s share ip 
the amusement of the inmates. The 
broadcasting will be called ‘Patriotic 
Hours’ ; : 

“Nothing in this order will be cop. 
strued to affect the operation of the 
Bands under the present laws. 

“In accordance with the recommenda. 
tions contained in the above reference, 
the existing order preventing the Navy 
and Marine Bands from broadcasting is 
hereby rescinded.” 





Comptroller General Rulings 

The clothing furnished in kind to ep. 
listed men of the Navy on first enlist. 
ment is not to be considered as pay or 
allowances as defined in section 1 (b) 
of Title II of the act of March 20, 1933, 
Public No. 2, and its value is not sub 
ject to the percentage reduction re 
quired in pay and allowances by Execu- 
tive Order of March 28, 1933, issued 
under that statute. 

The failure to exempt retired pay of 
enlisted men from reduction under the 
act of March 20, 1933, does not change 
the rulings with respect to the applica- 
tion of section 212 of the Economy Act 
of June 30, 1932, in the matter of the 
limitation upon the aggregate compensa- 
tion which may be earned in a civilian 
position and received as retired pay by 
reason of commissioned service in the 
case of retired enlisted men who are 
entitled to the retired pay of warrant 
officers under the act of June 6, 1924, 
43 Stat. 472. 

Where the pay of a retired enlisted 
man entitled to the retired pay of a 
warrant officer under the act of June 
6 ,1924, 43 Stat. 472, is greater than his 
retired pay as an enlisted man, both 
rates now being subject to the same per 
centage reduction, the rate of pay as 8 
retired warrant officer should be re 
stored.

AT THE SAME TIME it is completing plans to lay up men-of-war in rotating 
reserve, the Navy Department is announcing a five year program of construction 
to cost $230,000,000. Secretary Swanson further is quoted as saying that the de- 
commissioning policy will require the furlough of officers and reduction in the 
enlisted personnel. Such construction as will be launched during the next fiscal 
year will be conditional upon the results of the disarmament conference. If an 
agreement be reached at Geneva, ships will not be built. If there be no agreement 
then the new construction will replace the older vessels in service. There is no 
talk of manning the former by the furloughed officers and the discharged sailors. 

Adoption of the Swanson program would destroy the morale of the Fleet. For 
years, the United States has been spending hundreds of millions of dollars to assure 
efficiency on the part of its first line of defense. A spirit has been developed which 
has made the Fleet one of the great fighting forces of the world, able to cope on 
equal, if not better terms, with the sea command of a possible enemy. Filled with 
zeal to surpass anything afloat, officers and men have labored without regard to 
hours to fit themselves to perform with clock-like efficiency the duties which battle 
would impose upon them. The fine point to which they have brought achievement 
has given them pride in their service, and the country has shared in it. The in- 
structions to furlough deserving officers and to dismiss deserving men naturally 
raises the question: What use has been all the effort and time devoted to service, 
to the development of the Fleet to a pitch where other nations think twice before 
attacking us? Will not the personnel retained to man the ships to be continued in 
commission ask themselves this question? Will they not feel that they may be 
treated as their brothers in arms have been treated? It occurs to us that an enemy 
could have no better moment to make war upon the United States than when the 
ships are laid up and officers and men cast upon the beach. The great responsibility 
this possibility involves should make the Administration hesitate before proceeding 
as far as it has announced it will go. 





IT IS OUR FIRM BELIEF THAT the country will not approve ultimately this 
wholesale slaughtering of our National Defense. President Roosevelt, for the pres- 
ent, is supported in whatever he may determine upon by the mass of public opin- 
ion. That opinion has compelled Congress to surrender its constitutional powers 
and to rubber stamp whatever he proposes, including heavy cuts in defense authori- 
zations. But to use the time worn comparison with the police force of a municipal- 
ity, the Army and the Navy are a charge upon the people and not a self-liquidating 
public works. They are maintained at public cost for the purpose of preserving 
public order and peace with foreign nations. They are the props of our existencee 
in a world beset or menaced by war. If they are of any value at all it is because 
they are trained and equipped to perform the important missions fixed for them 
by necessity. Our strength, particularly that of the Fleet, cannot be determined 
by ourselves; it depends upon that of other nations. There was a time when equal- 
ity at sea was the pride of America. It was accepted for us diplomatically by 
the Treaty of London. Parity based upon ratio, has now become inferiority, even 
with Japan, and the latter, conscious of its needs, has announced that it will de- 
mand the right to equal us ship for ship. Even if no such demand be made, the 
laying up of ships-by us will make Japan immeasurably superior, not only in mate- 
rial but in trained personnel. Representative Vinson, democratic Chairman of the 
House Naval Committee, is aware of our situation and deplores it. So is Repre- 
sentative Britten, senior republican member of the Committee, who has intro- 
duced a bill for the construction of 42 additional ships to cost $317,406,000. The 
Swanson program and not the Congressional program will be adopted; the power 
of the Administration will be invoked for the former. But while it is interesting 
to talk about ship construction, to our mind far more important is the maintenance 
of the personnel. It is “the man behind the gun” who in the last analysis deter- 
mines the fate of nations. 





THE SUNDRY CIVIL APPROPRIATION BILL, favorably reported to the 
House of Representatives, contains a prohibition against the use of funds to pay 
any salary or wage increases resulting from higher classifications. This means 
that the “pay freeze” is to continue in effect. In spite of the knowledge that this 
method of economy has caused discrimination and hardship, the Bureau of the 
Budget and the House Appropriations Committee, have determined not to correct 
it. he Services, threatened by furlough and discharges, will not be surprised at 
the decision; the lesser suffering is swallowed up in the greater. But we are calling 
attention to this further blow at morale in order that when the time for rectifi- 
cation of injustice arrives it will not be forgotten, and something will be done to 
make up for the losses which officers and men have been made to bear. 





IT MAY WELL BE THAT THE POLICIES being applied to the Army and 
the Navy are in consequence of the belief of the politicians that pacifism is in 
control of the Nation. During the past week there has been published the results 
of half of the ballots distributed by the National Students Federation of America 
to ascertain the attitude of students of colleges towards war service. Of the 11,000 
ballots returned by 26 colleges, more than 5,000 indicated unwillingness on the 
part of the vdters to bear arms under any circumstances. while more than 3,000 
reported they would be willing to do so. The students at Princeton tore down the 
posters announcing the ballot. The girls at Vassar voted overwhelmingly for 
pacifism. It would be interesting to learn what the National Students Federation 
of America is, who is putting up the money for its expenses, and what purpose is 
behind its operations. A procedure so detrimental to the preservation of the 
American spirit and so harmful to our future defense is worthy of careful inquiry 
by patriotic citizens.

Regulars and Reserves in Reforestation Work—General MacArthur, Chief of Staff, 
in testifying before the House Military Committee said, “The directive with refer- 
ence to the reforestation work was given by the President to me personally. I 
expressed to the President my conclusion that the Regular Officer Corps was not 
sufficiently strong to carry out its military mission properly and still handle these 
reforestation camps; that it was almost essential to use others in addition to the 
regular corps. He recognized this necessity. Upon my suggestion, he approved 
the use of Reserve officers, not only because of their qualifications for the work, 
but also because such a policy would give Reserve officers individual training in 
leadership, which they do not get in our training system. There are no Reserve 
troops, as you know, so Reserve officer training is largely academic or theoretical. 
They do not get actual practice in leadership, or experience in handling large 
groups. National Guard officers already receive this practical training. In ap- 
proving the suggestion, the President added the proviso that the number should 
be held down to the minimum and that junior officers should be used both for 
reasons of economy and in order that the benefit to the government would endure 
the longest. The actual limitation that I suggested and which he approved, was 
that in each camp there should be not more than three line officers,—one captain 
and two lieutenants—and, in addition, that for every thousand men in the Civilian 
Conservation Corps there should be not more than three medical officers.” 

Nearly 4,000 officers will be used directly in connection with the camps, 
General MacArthur stated, and in addition several thousand other officers will be 
needed, he added, for what “might be called its S.O.S. organization.” 

Asked if the latter will consist of Reserve officers, the General replied: 

“No, we are going to make use of Regular officers wherever practicable and 
to use Reserve officers only in case of necessity. The general supply system will 
be operated by Regular officers who will render this service in addition to normal 
duties. * * * We are not going to take in any more Reserve officers than necessary. 
The figure that was given—about 3,600 for the camps—is a maximum; it probably 
will not reach anything like that number. * * * There probably will not be more 
than 1,500 Reserve officers used.”

Colonel Sarnoff Addresses Industrial College—Col. David Sarnoff, Sig-Res, President 
of the Radio Corporation of America, delivered an address before the Army 
Industrial College on Thursday, which was heard by some 300 officers of the Army 
and the Navy and Marine Corps.

Thus far, however, no funds have been appropriated by Congress for the 
expenses of the delegates appointed by President Roosevelt. Senator Copeland on 
April 22 introduced a bill, SJ 45, authorizing an appropriation of $10,000 for this 
purpose. The bill was referred to the Senate Military Committee which has re 
quested the War Department’s views on the measure. :

Removal from Class “B” Status—Renewed efforts are being made in the case of 
Maj. Joseph E. Myers, USA-Ret, to have that officer placed on the retired list for 
disability in line of duty instead of being retained in Class “B,” where he was 
placed by a board in 1921. 

Favoring his case is a petition headed “Congressional Relief for Major Joseph 
E. Myers, Ret.,” which has been signed by a number of high ranking officers of the 
Army who were acquainted with the officer. The petition with its signatures is 
as follows: 

“Maj. Joseph E. Myers is now seeking Congressional action to take him from 
Class ‘B’ Status and place him on the retired list for disability in line of duty. 

“From what we know of Major Myers, we agree with all his former Division 
Commanders and with General J. F. Morrison (one of the Senior Officers who 
placed Major Myers in Class ‘B’ in 1921) who now states: 

“*T cannot but believe but that you are entitled to the redress sought.’ (Report 
1037, HR 72nd Congress, 1st Session.) 

“Signed: Maj. Gen. Lytle Brown, Chief of Engineers; Maj. Gen. John L. 
DeWitt, Quartermaster General; Brig. Gen. L. H. Bash, Chief, Construction Divi- 
sion, QMC ; Maj.

“After reading the excellent letters from your former commanding officers, 
I feel sure that a grave injustice has been done in your case. 


“Had these letters been in evidence before your Court of Inquiry, I, as 3 
member of that Court would not have placed you in Class ‘B.’ 

“I hope that you will secure the necessary legislation to remove any stail 
on your name and honor.” 

Major Myers also was able to confer personally with Maj. Gen. J. F. Morrisoi 
who was a member of the Board that originally placed him in class B. Gen 
Morrison wrote as follows: 

“I have carefully read the recent letters from your former commanding officers. 
A number of them were from experienced officers well known to me and in whol 
I have great confidence. 

“As I told you at the time, I, as a member of the board, would not have placed 
you in class B had such evidence been available. With this information before mé 
I cannot but believe you are entitled to the redress sought.” 

The bill providing redress for Major My*rs passed the Senate in the last 














Congress but the House did not reach it on the calendar before adjournment.

Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 

Instead of cutting down the commis- 
sioned personnel of the Regular Army 
and thus endangering the national de- 
fense of the country at a time when the 
whole world is torn by strife would it 
not be far better to accomplish this econ- 
omy program in an entirely different 
manner?

Retired officers and 
Reserve Corps officers of experience 
could also be assigned to this duty at a 
far less cost to the government than the 
present cost of high paid salaried em- 
ployees of the Veterans Administration.

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Personalities and Personal Rela- 
tionships in the American 
Expeditionary Forces 


(On April 29, 1933, General Harbord, 
now chairman of the Board, Radio Cor- 
poration of America, delivered a most 
interesting and enlightening address at 
the Army War College. Because of the 
intense interest in the subject throughout 
the services, and the high qualifications 
of the speaker, who was Chief of Staff, 
A.E.F., commanded the 2nd Division in 
the Soissons offensive, and later in the 
War commanded the Service of Supply, 
the JournNaL will print the tert of the 
address. The first installment appears 
herewith).

NE of the principal advantages to a 

country of an institution such as 
West Point for the training of its offi- 
cers, is that it acquires through the 
years a group of men who, in addition 
to the other benefits of military training, 
speak the same language. The training 
is sufficiently grooved so that given a 
set of circumstances the majority of 
graduates will draw substantially the 
same inferences and will report them to 
military superiors in language which 
will carry the same interpretation to 
other graduates of that incomparable 
school. When the graduates of the in- 
stitution constitute the great majority 
of the general officers commanding for 
our country in a war, this advantage. 
already great, is multiplied if, in mature 
life, a large proportion of those officers 
have been further standardized by the 
Service Schools and Army War College. 
The effect of this uniform training is 
again multiplied by the personal rela- 
tionships that have been established 
through the years of such association. 

General Pershing graduated from West 
Point in 1886, having personally known, 
with greater or less intimacy and real- 
ism, the Cadets of the several Classes 
which graduated from the Academy 
from 1883 to 1889. Those still in service 
of the seven classes, in 1917 ranged gen- 
erally between fifty and sixty years of 
age. They were the physical and pro- 
fessional survivors of from twenty-eight 
to thirty-four years of service, and fur- 
nished 27.8% of the 474 general officers 
who commanded for America in the 
World War. The outstanding character 
of General Pershing’s Army service had 
given him unusual opportunity for know- 
ing a great number of those officers des- 
tined to serve under him in the Amer- 
ican Expeditionary Forces. He served 
a tour as tactical officer at his alma 
mater just before the Spanish American 
War and knew many members of the 
classes that graduated from 1895 to 1899. 
These classes furnished 88% of our 
general officers for the War. He was a 
member of the highly professional army 
which went to Cuba in 1898. His early 
service in the Philippines was contem- 
poraneous with the Volunteers of 1899 
and 1900, the field officers of which 
largely reappeared as general officers in 
1917. He hac a tour on the General 
Staff just after its organization with the 
opportunity for acquaintance which 
comes to the young officer stationed in 
the national capital. He commanded 
Fort William McKinley at a time when 
Manila was the Mecca of the mobile 
army. His command of the Mexican 
Expedition brought him further oppor- 
tunity for wide acquaintance with the 
officers on the Rio Grande border. 

Of the forty-two divisions which 
served under General Pershing in 
France, fourteen at one time or another 
were commanded by his classmates of 
1886. Sixteen others were under com- 
mand of officers whom he had known as 
Cadets at West Point. Several others 
were commanded by officers whom he 
had known while serving there as a tac 
tical officer. In the first detail to the 
General Staff in 1903, one room in the 
War Department is said to have fur- 
nished office space fo Majors Goethals, 
and Dickman, and Captains Pershing 
and March. The latter became Chief of 
Staff in the World War; Dickman com- 
manded a division and then a corps and 
finally thy Third Army in Germany: 





Goethals became a Major General in 
recognition of his tremendous achieve- 
ment of the Panama Canal, and was 
Director of Purchase, Storage and Traf- 
fic on the War Department General Staff 
under General March. 

This wide acquaintance with his con- 
temporaries and many juniors compared 
very favorably with that enjoyed by 
Haig in the British Army, and Petain, 
Foch and Joffre in the armies of France. 
Beyond doubt the success of all these 
men was attributable in no small degree 
to their judgments of officers formed 
during years of service before the Great 
War. These personal relationships 
played such a dominating part in the 
drama of Amercia’s Greatest Adventure 
that the student of the military art who 
seeks to deduce principles from the story 
of the American Expeditionary Forces 
must constantly take them into account. 
Personalities really govern the world 
and personal relationships are, in my 
judgment, more potent in politics, pro- 
fessional and business life than any 
other single factor. To the extent that 
they influenced the course of events in 
the AEF it is important that some one 
shall make record of them. Memories 
of the Great War are already fading and 
will die with our generation. The bare 
records of administration, the tactical 
studies, the official reports, and rosters, 
will no longer glow with life when the 
last survivor of the events of which they 
treat has joined his comrades in the Be- 
yond. The future historians and biogra- 
phers of our time, if of the “debunking” 
type so obnoxious in recent years, will 
undertake to supply the human interest 
by synthetic process, if those of us who 
knew and lived it have left behind us 
no record of it. 

Actually, in a small army in time of 
peace, there can hardly be a choice of 
staff officers by a commander just 
charged with the responsibilities which 
faced General Pershing on May 14, 1917, 
when I reported to him in the War De- 
partment, except one based upon per- 
sonal acquaintance. In my own case I 
had known General Pershing since De- 
cember 1898, nearly nineteen years. We 
had oceupied the same tent in the Tenth 
Cavalry Camp at Huntsville, Ala., for 
about half of that month. I had just 
been appointed Regimental Quartermas- 
ter. He had performed the same duty 
when the regiment went to the Santiago 
Campaign. Promoted away from Cuba 
and his property accountability after the 
surrender of the City with no oppor- 
tunity to transfer to a successor, he was 
now under the lash of the Auditor for 
the War Department, and had come to 
Huntsville to see what could be found 
of his shortage. In verifying the ac- 
countability turned over to me by the 
officer who had acted as Regimental 
Quartermaster since Pershing had left 
Cuba, I found that much of the property 
in the hands of the troops was not in- 
cluded. I inventoried all the govern- 
ment property in the camp, and took up 
on my return what I found unaccounted 
for. It ineluded such items as over 
eight hundred horses, two wagon and a 
couple of pack trains. In general, what 
I found corresponded fairly well with 
the shortage over which Captain Per- 
shing was worrying. In the years that 
passed between Huntsville and the 
World War I had crossed the Pacific 
once with General Pershing, and had 
considerable contact with him in the 
many years during which we were both 
in the Orient. In the summer of 1915 I 
had been stationed at the Presidio of 
San Francisco, and saw him during the 
short leave of absence from the border 
which he passed there with his family 
in the month that preceded the great 
tragedy which darkened his life in that 
year. 

When I reported to him on May 14, 
being considered for the duty of Chief 
of Staff to accompany him to France, 
our first duty together was to study 
the names submitted by the chiefs of 
supply bureaus of suitable men for his 
staff. To a certain extent such nam- 
ing by a department head or chief of 
bureau settled the matter for the time, 
especially if we both knew the officer 
and agreed on his merits. In other 
cases, if doubt not confirmed by personal 
acquaintance existed, an understudy was 





requested, whose selection was based on 
upon which to form recommendations 
personal knowledge of him. In the case 
of the two General Staff officers not 
named by the War Department, but 
whom General Pershing was authorized 
to select, we agreed, without hesitation, 
on Lt. Col. John McA. Palmer and Maj. 
Dennis E. Nolan. The former worked 
himself sick in France, but came back 
to command a brigade in the closing 
days of the War, and eventually retired 
as a Brigadier. Nolan was the Assistant 
Chief of Staff for Intelligence during the 
whole war, but, during a rest period 
from confinement to an office desk, went 
up to the front line, and won a Dis- 
tinguished Service Cross in command of 
a brigade. He is now a Major General. 
Lt. Col. Fox Conner and Maj. Hugh A. 
Drum, both of whom had served with 
General Pershing in the Southern De- 
partment, accompanied us to France and 
began work in the Operations Section of 
the General Staff. Connor succeeded 
Palmer as its head when the latter 
broke down in health, and was the great 
Chief of Operations for the American 
Expeditionary Forces during all its ac- 
tive operations, and came home with the 
Commander-in-Chief as his Chief of 
Staff. Drum, who had known the Gen- 
eral in the old days in Lanao, became 
the very efficient Chief of Staff of the 
First Army. Both Conner and Drum 
now wear the double stars. During the 
first month in France, five officers joined 
us who were destined by reputation and 
the General’s acquaintance with their 
records to become members of his initial 
General Staff. They were Lt. Cols. Wil- 
liam D. Connor and Paul B. Malone, 
and Majs. LeRoy Eltinge, Frank R. 
McCoy, and Stuart Heintzelman. El- 
tinge, who became Deputy Chief of Staff, 
AEF, died soon after the war as a Bri- 
gadier General. Connor was the first 
Assistant Chief of Staff, G-4. He left 
GHQ to be Chief of Staff of the 32nd 
Division the same day I left to command 
the Marine Brigade. He had his stars 
as a Brigadier and was fighting a bri- 
gade on the Vesle when I pursuaded 
General Pershing to send him to me in 
the Services of Supply, where he even- 
tually became Chief of Staff and relieved 
me of the command in May, 1919. Asa 
Major General he went from the com- 
mand of the Army War College last year 
to be Superintendent at West Point. 
Malone was the officer in charge of 
training, as Assistant Chief of Staff G-5 
for the first half year and then com- 
manded the 23rd Infantry. The fortunes 
of war delayed his promotion until Oc- 
tober, 1918, but he is now a Major Gen- 
eral. Stuart Heintzelman stayed with 
the Operations section of the General! 
Staff and became Chief of Staff of the 
Second Army. As a Major General he 
is graduating General Staff Officers from 
Fort Leavenworth. Frank Ross McCoy 
became a Colonel, left GHQ with Connor 
and myself on May 6, 1918, going to com- 
mand the old 69th New York, the 165th 
Infantry in the Rainbow Division. He 
soon changed his eagles for stars, and 
commanded a brigade in the 32nd Divi- 
sion, until he, too, was commandeered 
for the Services of Supply. One of the 
best all around officers in the Army, he 
has been kept busy as a Major General 
in far-flung diplomatic missions to Nica- 
ragua and Manchuria. 

About the time General Pershing 
sailed, May 28, 1917, to command all 
American military units and individuals 
in Europe, the War Department sent to 
Europe a Commission of twelve selected 
officers to study organization at the Al- 
lied front and make recommendation to 
the War Department, on the proper or- 
ganization with which to fight the war. 
Nine of those twelve officers became gen- 
eral officers during the War, one of them 
is now the efficient Commandant of the 
Army War College. Every consideration 
of common sense and courtesy, as well 
as efficiency, should have suggested that 
this Commission be ordered to report to 
General Pershing, who was to command 
the Armies for which the Commission 
was to suggest an organization. He 
might have been supposed to have ideas 
on organization if he was a fit selection 
for the command. As a matter of fact, 
he had such ideas, and had at once set 
his General Staff to getting the data 





which he would make to the War De. 
partment. 

The Commission visited the puzzleg 
British and French Headquarters, who 
knew of Pershing’s arrival and could 
not understand this independent Com. 
mission roving the Western Front. ft 
completed its tour, but, like all Amer. 
icans in peace or war, expected to put 
the finishing touch on its study in Paris, 
and came there, but did not report to 
General Pershing. The senior officer 
was a Quartermaster, a fact rather 
amusing to our Allies, but he was q 
classmate of our General and, of course, 
was friendly. The Commander-in-Chief 
saw the danger of the Commission ip 
person recommending to the War De 
partment one form of organization while 
he by cable suggested another, and real- 
ized what was likely to happen under 
such circumstances. He invited the 
members of the Commission to discuss 
their proposed organization with him 
and his staff, where by every considera. 
tion he should have been able to order 
it. The discussion lasted over two long 
summer days, when time was more pre. 
cious than fine gold. It was held in the 
lovely garden at the back of 73 rue de 
Varenne, which Mr. Ogden Mills had 
turned over to the General for his use 
during the war, a splendid, beautiful 
establishment, the residence of Marshal 
Lennes when Napoleon became Emperor. 
Serious differences of opinion developed 
in the discussion. In his earnestness 
one of the outstanding officers of the 
Commission, later to be a distinguished 
Division and Corps Commander on the 
Western Front, carried his argument as 
nearly to the limit of courtesy as I have 
ever seen an officer go and escape un 
rebuked. General Pershing kept his 
temper, was infinitely patient, and the 
Commission finally agreed with the or- 
ganization he recommended to the War 
Department. It was the most critical 
moment of his command in some re 
spects. 

The great personality of the American 
Expeditionary Forces was, of course, 
the Commander-in-Chief himself. There 
was no rivalry for first place among the 
several officers who reached prominence 
in the American Expeditionary Forces. 
It was loyally conceded to John J. Per- 
shing. He appears to have been a 
marked man from the time he entered 
West Point. Older than the average 
Cadet, he was a leader in the Corps, 
became First Captain and was made 
President of his Class. He was under 
forty when I first met him. He was 57 
in the autumn of 1917. The years had 
dealt kindly with him, and he was at 
the height of his physical and profes 
sional vigor. He had great personal 
charm though not all the AEF were 
privileged to feel it. He is an exceeding- 
ly temperate man, not a drinker, and 
seldom smoked. He appeared to have 
no routine for exercise, though it 
France he seemed always in fine physical 
condition. A good rider and a fast 
walker, he was physically and mentally 
alert. He was the personification of 
neatness and a model of military smart 
ness. I have seen him show some tem- 
per but never saw him lose control of 
himself. Caution and canniness were 
strong traits of his character. He was 
very impersonal in his military dec- 
sions; quiet, definite, but willing to hear 
explanations. He had a contempt for 
haziness and indefiniteness in his subor 
dinates. When he had made itp bis 
mind it was not easy to get him t 
change it, but it was tenacity and firm 
ness and not obstinacy, and it could be 
changed. Patience was not his most 
conspicuous trait, but he had it in great 
degree when necessary. He never 
“spilled the beans.”

(Continued from First Page) 
of the Naval affairs committee, whose 
original idea was to set a limitation of 
$1,420 per year, leaving no discretion to 
the President. He told the committee 
that “50 per cent in the higher grades 
is entirely out of proportion to the haz- 
ards and consequences of flying,” adding 
“I am in thorough accord with the pur- 
pose of the legislation proposed to reg- 
ulate this question, but I do think the 
maximum should be fixed definitely, and 
$1,420 is about the correct figure at 
which to fix it.” 

Representative John W. McCormack, 
Massachusetts Democrat, spoke strongly 
against the furlough and against the re- 
duction in enlisted personnel. 

Representative Arthur D. Healy, also 
of Massachusetts, spoke against the pro- 
vision saying: 

“T think it is false economy that would 
even contemplate the curtailment of 
either our Army or our Navy to any 
very great extent. As a matter of fact, 
we should be building it up, in my opin- 
ion, especially in these times, rather than 
trying to tear it down; and if you do 


that, gentlemen, I feel that public senti-: 


ment, from one end of this country to 
the other, will be absolutely against you. 
Public sentiment is for a strong national 
defense, and if a curtailment such as is 
contemplated, as I have read in the news 
reports, is proposed by you gentlemen, I 
feel that it will seriously impair the 
whole structure of our national defense 
and prove to be false and costly econ- 
omy.” 

Representative John H. Hoeppel, Cali- 
fornia Democrat, a retired Army enlisted 
man, favored using army retired person- 
nel in connection with the Veterans Ad- 
ministration. 

He said: “Overseas, when I was in 
France, I saved the Government hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars, because I 
was an experienced enlisted man and 
was commissioned and served during the 
World War as an officer. I had some 
of these short-service officers, and they 
did not know the first thing about econ- 
omy in the service. You would be sur- 
prised at some of the things I could 
tell you about that. I even had medical 
officers come to my quartermaster’s 
storehouse and condemn supplies which 
were edible. For instance, prunes that 
had a little bit of white incrustation, 
sugar coming to the surface, they con- 
demned those prunes as unfit for human 
consumption. I turned them over to the 
French hospitals. That is just one bit 
of evidence. Incidentally, by being alert, 
I uncovered a thief over there and saved 
hundreds of thousands of dollars per- 
haps, by that. But what I am trying 
to bring out is that I think we should 
not be too radical in making reductions 
of our officer personnel. There is no 
doubt that some of the older officers may 
well be eliminated. But if we are going 
to have a 4,000 reduction of officer per- 
sonnel I think that is a menace to effi- 
ciency and in our present status of af- 
fairs, with things as they are in the 
Orient and in Europe, I certainly would 
not be in favor of it. I do hope that if 
there is any reduction made in officer 
personnel, that the reduction will be in 
connection with economies that I have 
Proposed in hospitals and_ soldiers’ 
homes,” 

The Chairman. “Why not effect econ- 
omies in both ways, adopting your idea 
of putting retired officers in some of 
these hospitals, and then also furlough- 
ing officers in addition?” 

Mr. Hoeppel. “That is what I propose, 
that is what I am in favor of.” 


OBITUARIES 

Col. Lucius C. Bennett, senior Minne- 
Sota National Guard instructor, died re- 
cently at Ft. Snelling post hospital, 
Minn., after a lingering illness. 

Colonel Bennett was born Jan. 17, 
1873, at Bellefontaine, O., and joined the 
National Guard there in 1889. He served 
in the Spanish War as a captain of the 
Regular Army. In 1901 he was commis- 
Sioned a first lieutenant in the Regular 
Army, and was sent to the Philippines, 
where he served through a number of 
engagements. 

After that service he was attached to 
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various posts throughout the nation, and 
was advanced in rank. At the start of 
the World War he was a major, was 
advanced to colonel, and commanded the 
364th infantry in action in France. 

For bravery in action he was awarded 
the Croix de Guerre and made a cheva- 
lier in the Legion of Honor of France. 

Colonel Bennett is survived by his 
widow and mother.

Brig. Gen. William Herbert Allaire, 
USA-Ret., died May 1 at his home in 
Santa Monica, Calif. His age was 76. 

General Allaire was born in Pocahon- 
tas, Ark., Jan. 1, 1858. He was graduat- 
ed from the Military Academy at West 
Point in 1882 and commissioned a Second 
Lieutenant with the 23rd Inf. Reg. that 
year. 

General Allaire’s service with the army 
was varied and included much detached 
duty. He served at various army posts 
throughout the U. S. and sometimes was 
post commander. He passed four years 
in Vienna in 1907-11 as military at- 
tache to the American Embassy there. 
Other posts included service as Adjutant 
General of the District of Columbia mil- 
itia in 1898, command of a recruiting 
station in Philadelphia in 1905, and ser- 
vice in the office of the Chief of Staff 
in Washington in 1911. In 1913 he re- 
turned to the Philippines for a time. 

General Allaire served with distinc- 
tion against the Moros and Filipinos in 
the Philippines with General Pershing in 
Mexico in pursuit of Pancho Villa in 
1916 and was Provost Marshal General 
of the American Expeditionary Force in 
France from August, 1917, to June, 1918. 
He also served in France as American 
commander of the District of Paris in 
the Summer of 1918 for a short period. 
He commanded the 16th US Inf. when it 
went to France in 1917. 

For his services in France, General 
Allaire received the French Legion of 
Honor and he was also the holder of 
the Silver Star Citation. 

General Allaire was on Special duty 
at Governors Island after the war, and 
remained there until his retirement in 
December, 1921, at his own request, after 
40 years of service. He was a Brigadier 
General of the National Army from Au- 
gust, 1917, to August, 1918, after which 
he reverted to his old rank of Colonel. 
He retired as Colonel but in 1930, under 
the Congressional act of June 21, 1930, 
became a Brigadier General, retired. 

He is survived by his wife, Mrs. Flor- 
ence Benton Whitehead Allaire.

Mrs. A. W. Page, the President, 
presided. There was a very large audi- 
ence which displayed intense interest in 
the reading of the several annual reports 
of the Society.

It was most fitting that the address 
of General Haskell come at this time, 
for the Army Relief Society is also hav- 
ing many difficult problems during these 
hectic days. The progress and the con- 
tinued success of the Army Relief Soci- 
ety is assured under the able guidance 
of its president. Mrs. Page. who is an 
outstanding woman of unusual and most 
capable executive ability. The Society 
owes much to Mrs. Page and the Army 
as a whole is indeed fortunate in hav- 
ing her give so much of her valuable 
time. 

In this address General Haskell said: 

“First of all, I think I speak for the 
members of the Society and for the Reg- 
ular Army at large, and especially for 
those unfortunate widews and orphans 
who are the beneficiaries of the Army 
Relief. when I express my sincere ad- 
miration for the effective. the sincere.

The daily average volume of Federg} 
reserve bank credit outstanding during 
the week ending April 26, as reported 
by the Federal reserve banks, wags 
$2,457,000,000, a decrease of $53,000,000, 
compared with the preceding week and 
an increase of $698,000,000 compared 
with the corresponding week in 1932, 

On April 26 total reserve bank credit 
amounted to $2,412,000,000, a decrease 
of $78,000,000 for the week. This de 
crease corresponds with decreases of 
$74,000,000 in money in circulation and 
$23,000,000 in member bank reserve bal- 
ances offset in part by decreases of 
$3,000,000 in monetary gold stock and 
$7,000,000 in Treasury currency, adjust- 
ed, and an increase of $9,000,000 in un- 
expended capital funds, nonmember de. 
posits, ete. 

Bills discounted declined $22,000,000 at 
the Federal Reserve Bank of New York, 
$8,000,000 at San Francisco, $5,000,000 
at Kansas City and $29,000,000 at all 
Federal reserve banks.

To Allow Double Pension 

Dependents of naval personnel who 
went down on the Akron will receive 
pensions at the double rate, it was 
jearned this week. 

At the instance of Representative Carl 
Vinson, chairman of the House naval 
committee, the Veterans Administrator 
is going to amend regulations recently 
adopted which deny to dependents of 
personnel killed in aviation accidents the 
double pension provided under the old 
law. The amendment will continue the

To Report National Guard Bill 

Meeting in executive session, May 4, 
the House Military Affairs Committee 
yoted to favorably report HR 4553, the 
National Guard bill.

sible ways of handling the situation. 
One is the use of the old law allowing 
half-pay furloughs. Another provides 
that legislation be secured permitting 
the retirement of overage lieutenants 
and lieutenant commanders of the Line 
and officers of these grades and above 
in the Staff Corps. Under this plan, offi- 
cers who have been passed over twice 
by a selection board, would be forced to 


retire. Another suggestion is for a flat 
reduction in all grades. A number of 


retirements would be made for physical 
disability under another scheme ad- 
vanced. This entails a review of the 
medical records of all officers. 

No definite decision has been made as 
yet on this point, while the proposal to 
retire overage or less efficient officers is 
still in a nebulous state. The idea has 
been discussed, but has gotten no fur- 
ther, and action awaits final decision on 
the whole reduction plan. 

A number of navy yards and other 
shore stations are scheduled for decom- 
missioning or curtailment of activities 
under the plan. The New York Navy 
Yard is affected as are the training sta- 
tions at Newport. R. I., and Great Lakes, 
Ill. The Boston and Charleston Navy 
Yards are believed to be also involved. 





Flight Pay 


With legislation granting authority to 
the President to suspend or reduce the 
flight pay of officers and enlisted men 
of the services assured of passage by the 
House, the military and naval commit- 
ties of that body are taking divergent 
views as to preventing drastic action in 
the matter. 

The Naval Affairs Committee, after 
holding hearings this week, expects to 
adopt the position that readjustment of 





aviation pay should be left to Congress 
and to recommend that the pay now re- 
ceived by lieutenant commanders or 
majors be the top limit, but that com- 
pensation of officers of this rank and 
below be left untouched. Members of 
the committee hope that the move to 
give the President authority can be 
blocked in the Senate and thereafter in 
conference. 

At a meeting of the Military Affairs 


Committee, this week, the chairman, 
Representative John J. McSwain, was 
instructed to communicate with the 


President requesting that they be con- 
sulted in making any reductions in the 
flight pay schedules. 

Practically every member of the two 
committees is opposed to any drastic 
reduction in flight pay. Many, however, 
would favor as a compromise curtail- 
ment of the pay received by the higher 
ranking officers. 

The naval committee received from 
the Navy Department this week a re- 
port of board of naval officers convened 
by order of the Secretary of the Navy, 
on the question of flight pay. The board 
found that the present rate of compensa- 
tion is just and proper, but that “in view 
of the present attitude of Congress” and 
“the consequent effect on the entire com- 
missioned personnel of naval aviation of 
the uncertainty” created, recommended 
modification of existing rates but urged 
that no action be taken which will limit 
flight pay for any officer to any lesser 
amount than that provided now for any 
commander or lieutenant colonel. 

At the hearings held by the naval 
committee this week, Rear Adm. Ernest 
J. King, newly appointed Chief of the 
Bureau of Aeronautics, stressed that al- 
though the ranking officers in naval avia- 
tion did not as a rule fly as much as 
junior officers their responsibilities were 
greater than officers of similar rank 
performing duty on surface vessels. He 
informed the committee that 240 officers 
of the Army would be affected if flight 
pay be limited to $1,420 per year and 
that $149,573 would be saved if this was 
placed in effect. One hundred and sev- 
enty-two naval officers would be affected 
by a like limitation, he said, bringing 
about a saving of $110,000. 

Admiral King proposed to the com- 
mittee that if any reduction were made, 
that only flag officers of the upper half 
have their pay lowered. He suggested 
that the pay of a captain. be set as the 
top amount payable. The new chief 
stated that his predecessor, the late Rear 
Adm. William <A. Moffett. had often 
chafed under the remarks which had 
been made as to his drawing flight pay, 
and had considered giving it up. He had 
not done so, Admiral King said, because 
he was aware this would open the way 
to further cuts all down the line. 

The proposal to substitute group in- 
surance for flight pay, advanced last 
week by Rear Adm. Frank B. Upham, 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, was 
opposed by the witnesses before the com- 
mittee this week. Capt. A. B. Cook, as- 
sistant chief of the Bureau of Aeronau- 
tics and Maj. R. S. Geiger, USMC, rep- 
resenting Marine Corps aviation, both 
stated, that it had been long considered 
but they believed it would not be satis- 
factory. 

Representative Vinson asked Captain 
Cook not for the record, as to whether he 
would rather Congress fixed the sched- 
ules of flight than let the budget do it. 
Captain Cook said that he believed Con- 
gress should handle the problem and 
Chairman Vinson agreed. 

“Captain,” returned Mr. Vinson, “You 
say that in your judgment, morale would 
not be affected very much if the pay of 
a lieutenant commander be set as the 
top limit and compensation below that 
be unchanged. Then will you draft me 
a bill to that effect?’ 

During the hearings, Representative 
Burnham, of San Diego, Calif., read into 
the record a letter from Rear Adm. Har- 
ry E. Yarnell, declaring that although 
he personally had no objection to the re- 
duction of flight pay for officers of the 
higher grades, he urged that the aviation 
pay of officers of the lower grades be 
left intact. 

Representative Burnham- also read 
into the record a telegram, sent from the 
naval air station, North Island, signed 
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“Bob,” which read in part: “All hands 
on island ask that you do what you can 
to insure responsible aviators of fleet 
be given a fair hearing before the Naval 
Affairs Committee regarding the recom- 
mendation of nonflying officers to elimi- 
nate flight pay and substitute group in- 
surance therefor.” 

The letter of Secretary Swanson fol- 
lows: 

My. Dear Mr. Vinson: 

I am forwarding herewith the report 
of a Navy Department Board, on the 
subject of aviation flight pay for your 
information in connection with hearings 
now taking place on this matter. 

The Board consisted of representatives 
appointed by the Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions, the Chief of the Bureau of Navi- 
gation, and the Chief of the Bureau of 
Aeronautics, and its recommendations 
represent the Navy Department’s views 
on aviation flight pay, provided modifi- 
eation of existing flight pay provisions 
is undertaken at the present time. 

I recommend, however, that action on 
this subject be held in abeyance for the 
present. The whole scale of Navy pay 
is in need of revision in many respects. 
This, together with the reduction of 
15% already in effect for aviation flight 
pay, would appear to make it more sat- 
isfactory in the long run to make the 
flight pay problem a part of a major 
revision of all pay schedules. 

I am inclined to feel that aviation 
flight pay, in the course of uny such gen- 
eral revision, should retain some ratio 
to other pay for various grades, and 
should have an upper limit similar to 
that recommended by the Board. 

If the subject is to be handled separ- 
ately at the present time, I agree, as I 
have indicated, with the Board.

(a) Determination as to whether or 
not there should be modifications 
in the present provisions for avia- 
tion flight pay, and 

(b) If revision is considered desirable, 
recommendation as to change. 

8. The main reasons for the provision 

of flight pay are as follows: 

(a) Incentive to accept the extra haz- 
ard involved in flying. 


Comment. That this extra hazard is actual 
is amply borne out by statistics. Briefly, 
during the past ten years and prior to the 
Akron disaster, the annual average of naval 
officers killed in aviation accidents has been 
22.89 per thousand, while the average death 
rate of other naval officers from other than 
natural causes while on duty has been 0.59 
per thousand. This means that the acciden- 
tal death hazard to the aviator engaged in 
the normal pursuit of his duties was 38.79 
times that of his brother officer during this 
same period. The hazard for the last five 
years of the period was 87.5% of the aver- 
age for the entire period. This hazard is 
by no means confined to the lower grades 
of naval fiyers. Records of the Navy De- 
partment show that for the five years end- 
ing June 30, 1931, there were 10 officers of 
or above the rank of Lieutenant Commander 
killed in aviation accidents during the per- 
formance of official duty. As there were 
an average number of 129 officers in these 
senior grades on flight duty during these 
years, the annual death rate amounted to 
15.5 per thousand. 

(b) A recompense for additional re- 

sponsibility hazards of the more se- 
nolr officers, 


Comment. The Board is convinced that 
progress in naval aviation has been due pri- 
marily to the inereased experience of its 
leaders. These leaders have passed through 
the same course given to junior officers and 
still qualify under the same physical re- 
strictions that apply to younger men. Lead- 
ers must lead; a leader in aviation duty can 
not continue to enjoy the respect and con- 
fidence of his juniors if he rejects the risks 
which they must accept. Admirals, captains, 
and commanders by no means confine them- 
selves to straightaway flyine under selected 
conditions; the records show that they fly 
under normal conditions, while their duty 
requires them to accept responsibilities 
greater than those imposed either upon the 
younger flyers or upon other officers of the 
same age who are not flyers. The captain of 
a carrier has all the responsibilities of the 
captain of a battleship, superimposed upon 
which is very grave responsibility for safety 
of the pilots and personnel of the carrier's 
squadrons. Upon the captain rests the de- 
cision as to whether or not the squadrons 
are to be launched from the carrier and sent 
on distant missions, in the face of weather 
conditions which may involve a_ distinct 
doubt as to whether or not it will be possi- 
ble for the squadrons to return in safety 
to the carrier. 

(c) To enable aviators to make pro- 
vision for their dependents in case 
of death incurred while performing 
flying duty. 

Comment. Insurance in lieu of flight pay 
has frequently been suggested as a_solu- 
tion for the above. Although this proposal 
may, on casual inspection, appear to have 
desirable aspects, its practical application 
woukld be unsatisfactory. The amount of life 
insurance that an individual carries is dis- 
tinctly his own concern and is normally 
based on the number and financial position 
of his dependents. Provision of a_ fixed 
amount of insurance would not, therefore, 
be equitable, nor would a sliding scale of 
insurance be apt to meet individual estimates 
as to insurance needs Furthermore, any 
system of insurance would be of litt'e value 
to the average bachelor. 

In any case additional security for 
families is not true compensation for 
personal risk. 

4. In light of the foregoing. and after 
thorough consideration of all aspects of 
the subject of flight pay, the Board con- 
siders that the present system of com- 
pensation is just and proper anc that 
the reduction of 15% in flight pay of all 
aviators, now in effect, should not be 
exceeded. 

5. However, in view of the present at- 
titude of Congress towards the existing 
rate of flight pay, chiefly with respect to 
that to which senior officers are entitled 
and, in view of the consequent effect on 
the entire commissioned personnel of 


Naval Aviation of the uncertainty cre- 
ated by continued legislative and other 
proposals, the Board recommends modi- 
fication of present flight pay provisions, 
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but considers that no action should be 
taken which will limit flight pay for any 
officer to any lesser amount than that 
provided under existing law for any 
Commander (or Lieutenant Colonel). 


6. Officers of the rank of Commander 
(or Lieutenant Colonel), and of the rank 
next below, Lieutenant Commander 
(Major), are assigned to practically all 
important positions in tactical command 
in Naval Aviation; are _ responsible, 
through their long experience in Avia- 
tion, for the present high proficiency of 
this arm of the Navy: are subject to all 
the hazards of Aviation, together with 





its major responsibilities; and are un- 


questionably entitled to their present 
compensation for those duties. 
7. The Board believes that a lower 


liniitation than that recommended not 
only would be inequitable but would re- 
sult in harm to Naval Aviation out of 
all proportion to the saving involved. A 
majority of the officers affected, whose 
valuable services in Aviation can least 
be spared, would be unable, regardless 
of zeal and interest, to afford this haz- 
ardous duty without compensation ade- 
quate for their personal family responsi- 
iiities. It is a fact that Commanders 
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are now performing duty as Squadron 
commanders and that they and Cap. 
tains (Colonels) are of the proper grade 
to command wings (composed of squad. 
rons) and groups (composed of wings) 
This requiremeent—both as to Cop, 
manders and as to Captains is certain ty 
increase as Naval Aviation expands and 
develops.
